DISASTROUS HAIL STORM 
PASSED OVER WETASKIWIN 


On Monday evening last, shortly 
after six o’clock, a thunder storm 
accompanied by hail passed over a 
large area, doing damage in some 
communities up to 100 per cent. The 
storm had been gathering for some 
hours before and when it broke, was 
one of the fiercest storms which had 
visited this community for several 
years. In the vicinity of Westerose, 
we are informed that the damage was 
very heavy, and a large tree on BE. 
Merner’s lot at Ma-Me-O Beach was 
blown down and considerable damage 
was done to the cottage. The storm 
was not so severe around Falun and 
Brightview but greater damage was 
done in the vicinity of Lone Ridge 
hall. Continuing eastward, we under- 
stand some of the farmers south of 
Wetaskiwin have sustained very 
heavy losses, but the force of the 
storm did not extend very far north. 
Reports are to the effect that the 
hail extended as far east as Provost. 
It has been estimated that the crop 
damage in the vicinity of Wetaskiwin 
will be as high as-50 per cent over the 
entire district.

SEVENTEEN YEARS HAVE GONE 
SINCE WAR CLOUD BURST 


This greatest of all wars recorded 
so far in history was first called the 
European war, but on “the entry of 
the United States it became known as 


the World War. It was precipitated 
by the German Junkers through their 
henchmen ‘in Austria-Hungary in 
August, 1914 and ended in the defeat 
of the Teutonic Allies in November 
1918. For forty years Germany had 
toasted “The Day’? when she would 
go out to conquer the world. She was 
aided by Turkey, Bulgaria and Aus- 
tria-Hungary,. Against them 24 na- 
tions arrayed themselves, including 
Great Britain and her colonies and 
France. 

Official figures convey some idea 
of the frightful loss of human life 
which took place in the four years of 
the conflict—Belgium had a casualty 
list of 350,000; France and her colon- 
ies lost 4,000,000; the United States 
had 4,000,000 men under arms when 
the war ended and suffered 236,117 
casualties. 

(Canada’s troops sustained 220,182 
casualties, more than 60,000 of whom 
paid the supreme sacrifice. Thous- 
ands more have died in the meantime 
as a direct result of war service, their 
lives a forfeit to the war god as 
surely as if they had been lost in ac- 
tion. The British Empire raised an 
army of 7,000,000 and fought seven 
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the limit of the German offensive 
strength and it was found lacking... 

In the third year the . Umted 
States entered ‘and became a decid- 
ing factor. On April 2, 1917, President 
Wilson made a remarkable address to 
Congress and advised a declaration 
of war against Germany. The Amer- 
icans became a decisive factor in the 
ywar during the summer and fall of 
1918. 

Canada again emblazoned its 
name in history. through the capture 
of Passchendale on November 6th, 
1917. -The forces were led into ac- 
tion by Western troops. The men 
who experienced) and survived the 
awfulness of this shell-torn bog are 
loathe to speak of it.

As so well recalled by the oldeit 
generation the pretext for the open- 
ing of hostilities was the murder on 
June 28 1914, by a Serbian student of 
the Arch-Duke Francis Ferdinand, 
heir to the dual throne of Austria- 
Hungary, and his wife, while on a vis- 
it to Sarajevo, Bosnia. Backed by 
German war-lords Austria made cer- 
tain demands on Serbia which were 
refused. , 


Austria declared war on July 28 
and sent troops against Belgfade. 
Russia began to mobolize. Germany 
declared war on Russia August 1. On 
the west, the Germans forgot their 
promise to maintain the_neutrality of 
Belgium and crashed their way 
through into France. Britain came to 
Belgium’s rescue with troops, and her 
navy began the great blockade that 
was drawn ever tighter as _ the 
months went by. Japan, British ally, 
entered the -conflict and after a 
brief space drove Teutonic influence 
out of the Orient. 


Canada’s part in the war is too 


well known to require any vivid 
description. It was in the first 
year, however, that the German 


high command committed “a@ dast- 
ardly deed in using poison gas for 
the first time against the. Canad- 
jdns at Ypres, blinding and killing 
thousands. In the second year of the 
war the bloody -battle of the Somme 
was fought, losses on both sides run- 
ning into staggering figures. Espec- 
jally heroic were the attacks made 
by the Canadians. The losses to our 
regiments ranked with those of Ats- 
tralia and New Zealand in the fatal 
Gallipoli campaign. The second year 
also marked the heroic French de- 
fence of Verdun.

MILK THE PERFECT FOOD— 
A DANGEROUS SLAYER 


~— 


How éentradictory the above state- 
ment seems and yet how perfectly 
true. Milk has been known for years 
as the main article of diet for babies, 
young children and even up to adult 
life. It contains substances which 
produce strong bone and good muscle 
and.provides nourishment in the best 
form for the growing child. This 
statement is true of pure safe milk 
and all authorities are agreed that 
milk in this form, should ‘be a large 
part of the diet of the average 
healthy child. Why then is it called 
a dangerous slayer? The answer is 
very simple, It is well-known that 
many diseases are introduced into the 
human body through germs. Many 
of these breed and live very comfort- 
ably in milk. Some of these diseases 
are diphtheria,. scarlet fever, tuber- 
culosis, typhoid fever, dysentry, septic 
sore throat and many others. 

The question is often asked how 
can even the most intelligent people 
tell the difference:getween pure and 


{impure milk—betWeen milk “whicli is 


a perfect food and milk which brings 
disease and death in its train? No 
one but a skilled chemist can be ab- 
solutely sure of this for our senses of 
sight, smell and taste are incapable 
of detecting the difference. Impure 
milk may come from the most scrup- 
ulously clean dairy and we are there- 
fore faced with the fact that. the only 
defense against the disease germs 
lurking in milk is pasteurization. 

Briefly, pasteurization means to 
heat the milk to 145 deg. Fahrenheit, 
keep it at this temperature for thirty 
minutes, rapidly cool it to forty to 
fifty degrees Fahrenheit and keep it 
cool until consumed. This process 
effectively disposes 
germs without materially altering the 
quality or flavor of the milk. Any 
vitamin deficiency so caused is easily 
replaced by the use of orange or 
tomato juice. 

A few facts as to what has nap- 
pened in one province in Canada — 
Ontario — through the use of un- 
pasteurized milk are herewith ap- 
pended. In 1928 the town of Dundas 
with a population of 6,137 had an ep- 
idemic of typhoid with thirteen cases 
due to people drinking raw milk 
from a dairy which employed a ty- 
phoid carrier and which did not pas- 
teurize its milk, 

In 1927 Chatham with a population 
of 16,441 had 109 cases of typhoid 
fever. This was due to milk which 
had not been pasteurized and which 
was delivered to consumers, contain- 
ing the typhoid germ. In 1930 the 
town of Belleville also suffered from 
an epidemic of typhoid, due to raw 
milk being consumed ingtead of pas- 
teurized milk. In 1930 the town of 
Lankeland had 457 cases and four 
deaths from septic sore throat all 
of which was directly attributed to 


the use of raw milk containing these

to meet one. 

‘Now it so happened that when 
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his father sent him off on a_ trip 
to Europe with a tutor. The Gen- 
eral held the idea that there is no 
uniyersity like the world and. he 
wanted his boy to see’ as much. of 
the world: as early as possible. In 
due ‘time the lad and his compan- 
ion: landed in Norway and paid 
a. visit to. Christiana. While there 
this young scamp eluded his tutor 
and ‘making his. way ‘to the King’s 
palace. demanded an audience - with 
the King. He must have fallen in 
with somebody who had a sense ‘of 
humor and it must have been the 
King’s -afternoon off, ~ because .. he 
was ushered into the presence- of 
His Majesty who asked him a num- 
ber of questions about himself, 
showed him the nursery/and play- 
room of the royal children, gave 


{him milk and jam and sent him 


back to his hotel. ~ bes 

“You would think this experience 
would have satisfied him and _ that 
as ‘he grew older he would forget 
his passion for crowned heads. But 
this boy like t he white elephant 
of Siam was an. exception. The 
year before the outbreak of the 
war, when he was about 18 years’ 
old he was again in Norway. At 
the same time the German Kaiser 
was cruising in those waters on his 
yacht and he called at Christiana.

Decaying grains, rotting fruit or 
vegetables, waste cotton or woolen 
garments, sacking and paper — all 
furnish admirable breeding places 
when the materials are moist and 
warm and especially when mixed 
with ashes or earth.

This will be the last letter of this 
Session, as we fully expect Parlia- 
ment to close tomorrow. May I ex- 
press my thanks. to the, Editor for his 
courtesy in having accorded me the 
privilege of his columns for my 
“weekly letter. 

The work of Parliament has prac- 
tically narrowed down to two mat- 
ters; one, provision for unemploy- 
ment and farm relief, and the other 
the Beauharnois report, and legisla- 
tion which may be based thereon. 
The Government resolution forming 
the basis of the unemployed and farm 
relief Bill has passed the House, but 
the Bill has not yet been read the 
first time. The measure will contain 
three definite proposals:— 

1. That public works and services 
sufficient to give employment to the 
unemployed will tbe undertaken. 

2. That Parliament authorize the 
Government to expend whatever mon- 


, ey may be necessary without fixing a 


definite amount, and 


3. That the Government shall have 
the power to invoke the Defence of 
the Realm Act in case of uprising on 
the part of the Communistic ele- 
ments. 


The nature of the work to be un- 
dertaken will be such as_ properly 
falls within the purview of Govern- 
ments, such as the building of roads, 
bridges, highways, railways, canals, 
etc. Of course, since the care of un- 
employment is constitutionally re- 
garded as primarily a question for the 
Provinces, the Dominion Government 
will expect the Municipalities and 


’ Provinces to initiate much of the 


work to be done, and will contribute 
its portion. But it is also anticipat- 
ed that the Dominion Government 
will undertake extensive works on 
its own initiative, such as the build- 
ing of the Peace River-outlet, Trans-| 
Canada Highway and the St. Law-' 
rence Waterway. The Prime Minister 
was very emphatic in his declaration’ 
that work would be provided and that. 
Pay would be given for the work, bift 
that those who would not work would 
receive no pay. His declaration, how-|

There is no objection to the use of 
beverages with meals, providing the 
fluid is nat used to wash down food. 
‘A drink should never be taken while 
there is food in the mouth. 


Another thing to avoid is the tak- 
ing of a cold drink just before a 
meal. At that time, the blood-vessels 
of the stomach are dilated and the 
digestive glands are active. A> flood 
of cold water at this tile upsets, this 
necessarry arrangement or~the: diges- 
tion of the meal which is about to be 
eaten. ; : 

Drink cool, not iced water and 
drink it slowly during the meal. Bat 
slowly, drink slowly. Remember that 
moderation is the key to health. 


The body should be kept clean by 
regular bathing. More baths are re- 
quired in summer. than in winter be- 
cause We perspire more in the warm 
weather. A clean skin helps to keep 
the body healthy, makes for personal 
comfort and prevents disagreeable 
tbody odours. 

Wash the hands thoroughly before 
each meal; this simple habit will do 
much to protect you from disease. 

We are not suggesting anything 
difficult here. Where there is water 
available, there is not reason why it 
should not be used freely. 

Try to develop the habit of drink- 
ing water between meals, and see if 
it does not help you to keep healthy.
